when Big John Studd 
defeated Hulk Hogan in a title 
bout in Madison Square Garden 
as a result of a count out when the 
‘bloody, battered Hulkster could 
not continue fighting. Headlines 
everywhere read “John Studd 
Goes For The Gold” as the clash 
was set up between these two ring 
titans, each bent on destroying 
the myth and career of each other 
to establish their supremacy as 
the champion among the giants of 
wrestling. 

As everyone knows, Studd lost 
this chance for immortality as 
Hogan held onto his gold belt 
despite Studd’s maximum effort 
to dethrone the champ. Studd also 
came out on the short end during 
WrestleMania when he lost to 
Andre The Giant in the body slam 
challenge match pitting Studd’s 
bulk against Andre’s career since 


Studd stands over the fallen 
Orndorff. 
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the giant agreed to retire if he 
could not slam Studd. To add in- 
sult to injury, the Giant not only 
slammed Studd but he threw 
handfulls of the $15,000 prize to 
the fans at ringside who cheered 
him on. 

Humiliated by these two set- 
backs, Studd is now embarking on 
another charge toward greatness 
as he goes for the green instead of 
the gold. Since losing to Hogan, 
Studd has his sights set on the 
hide of Paul “Mr. Wonderful” Orn- 
dorff and the $25,000 price tag on 
him set by manager Bobby 
Heenan. Since Orndorff fired 
Heenan on national television 
scores of wrestlers from all over 
the world have lined up at 
Heenan’s front door begging for a 
chance to collect a cool bundle of 
green in exchange for Orndorff’s 
carcass. 

With this in mind, many are 
wondering why Studd is taking it 
upon himself to eliminate Orn- 
dorff from the WWF scene. Is 
Studd merely returning the favor 
to Heenan for getting him a shot 
against Hogan or does it go much 
deeper than that? Studd’s answer > : , 
to the question sheds little light = 


on the confusing situation. n Paul Orndorff’s chest.

“l’m doing this because | want 
to,” said the behemoth from Los 
Angeles. “Orndorff needs to be 
taught a lesson and |’m just the 
one to do it since no one else 
seems capable enough. He calls 
’ Heenan a weasle. Well, Orndorff 
you’re the biggest weasle of them 
all since you run every time | walk 
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toward you. Hell, | don’t want the 
money after | beat him. I’ll just 
give it back to Bobby and chalk it 
up as a favor to a friend,” said 
Studd. 

On the surface, it looks like 
Studd is doing a decent thing out 
of friendship to Heenan and for 
past and possibly future favors. Is 


John Studd really becoming a 
gentleman and turning over a new 
leaf? Does he really care that 
much about Heenan that he would 
risk severe injury to cripple Orn- 
dorff and refuse $25,000? Let’s 
look at the situation carefully and 
analyze what may be going 
through Studd’s and Heenan’s 


minds concerning the Orndorff 
situation. 

By acting as a self-appointed 
bounty hunter, Studd has the best 
chance at eliminating Orndorff as 
anyone else in wrestling, with the 
possible exceptions of Hogan and 
Andre who are among Orndorff’s 
closest allies. Since Orndorff 
holds victories over almost every 
man his size in the WWF, it seems 
logical that someone as large as 
Studd would fare well against Orn- 
dorff. Studd’s powerful bear hug 
and reverse bear hug could 
weaken Orndorff so that he could 
be easily pinned or tortured 
sadistically by the big blond. It’s 
possible he could succeed where 
Piper, Orton, Patera. and others 
have failed. 

A second thing to consider is 
that the friendship between Orn- 
dorff and Hogan could serve as 
fuel to Studd as he uses matches 
against Orndorff to get Hogan 
angry enough to join the fracas 
and risk injury himself, putting the

Hollywood filming fall episodes of 
the ‘A-Team,” Ordforff is wat- 
ching Hogan’s backside during 
matches with Piper or Orton to 
protect his friend from a sneak at- 
tack from the devious duo. By 
observing Orndorff and Hogan, 
Studd sees that a vicious attack 
on Orndorff could anger Hogan 


Studd kicks Orndorff in 
the back. 
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and provoke him into challenging 
Studd in the same way he chal- 
lenged Piper after attacking Lou 
Albano last year. 

Another benefit from this en- 
counter could come about if 
Studd defeats Orndorff cleanly by 
pinfall or submission. Knowing 
Studd and his capabilities this 
could happen but don’t count on it 
since the purpose of his challenge 
is the ultimate destruction of his 
rival. If this happens, a victory over 
Orndorff would automatically 
thrust Studd up in the WWF rank- 
ings and more than make up for 
his previous losses to Hogan or 
Andre since Orndorff holds an im- 
pressive winning streak over many 
top wrestlers. This sudden up- 
surge by Studd would put him in 
line for another series of matches 
against Hogan and another 
chance at getting a chance at the 
gold. 

Studd’s refusal to take the 
$25,000 bounty set up by Heenan 
seems like a gesture of friendship 
on his part. Maybe it is, but think 
about it for a minute. If Studd suc- 
ceeds at getting even with Orn- 
dorff the $25,000 he turns down 
will be a drop in the bucket com- 
pared with the money he will make 
from matches with Hogan or even 
another shot at Andre. By winning 
the coveted WWF belt from 
Hogan, Studd would be at the top 
of the heap and raking in the 
green at record pace with all the 
travelling and personal ap- 
pearances associated with the ti- 
tle. The $25,000 he turns down 
now will turn into $25 million if he 
succeeds against the champ, 
which will more than make up 
what he lost when Andre slammed 
him. 

Yes, Big John Studd has his 
work cut out for him as he takes 
on Orndorff in his attempt at being 
a modern-day soldier of fortune. 
With his superb conditioning and 
ability to take punishement, Studd 
could very well topple Orndorff in- 
to the dirt with one well place 
chop from his mighty tree-like 
arms. If Studd gets by Orndorff, 
the sky’s the limit as he sets out to 
finally be the only true giant in 
professional wrestling. *

RS: If | remember correctly, you 
once held the World’s Junior title. 
TT: That’s correct. | defeated Les 
Thorton for the best In Tennessee 
after only elghteen months as a 
pro. That was the high point of 
career. But he won It back. He.was 
more experienced and knew Just 
what to do to defeat me. 

RS: What made you orlginally pur- 
sue a wrestling career? 

TT: That’s easy. | Just loved It. 
When | grew up In Florida, Jack 
Brisco was the Florida champion 
and | watched him all the time. | 
thought to myself that this guy’s 
not that big, not that flashy but he 
does It right and wins wrestlings 
matches. | thought that was great. 
Jack Brisco, was to me a great 
wrestler and | wanted to be just 
like him. 

RS: Were you an amateur cham- 
pion? 

TT: To be honest, | wasn’t. | was a 
late bloomer. When | was In High 
School | went to the Districts and 
came in third. | went to a small 
college and wrestled there for 
three years but our school wasn’t 
In a major conference. We were In- 
dependents and | never had an op- 
portunity to wrestle for a national 
conference. Nevertheless, the ex- 
perience | galned there was simp- 
ly tremendous. 

RS: It’s now been six years since 
you began your career.

BLACKWELL: 
“THERE'S GONNA BE A WAR!”

This Southern tradition and 
pride is one of the things which 
keeps Jerry “Crusher” Blackwell 
going as he cruises through the 
AWA ranks in search of villians to 
exterminate. The 480 pound native 
of Stone Mountain, Georgia, has 
recently returned to the sport after 
spending a few months back 
home on his farm tending to his 
crops and relaxing after his well 
publicized battles earlier this year 
against the Sheik and his deposed 
henchmen. The time off was good 
for Blackwell as he reflects on the

past year when his career took a 
turn for the better as he became a 
fan favorite almost overnight as a 
result of his partiotism and heroic 
acts. 

While Blackwell was enjoying 
the sun and peacefulness of his 
farm, some of his southern 
brothers were busy taking the 
AWA by storm with vicious tactics 
and sadistic actions against what 
they called ‘gutless Yankee 
wrestlers.” The men in question 
are the Fabulous Freebirds who 
set out to capture the attention of

Pro Wrestling USA by bringing 
their Bad Street philosophy north- 
ward to even the score against 
decendants of the Northern forces 
which won the Civil War. 

After taking the area by storm, 
the Freebirds decided to divulge 
the real reason for their ap- 
pearance by launching a series of 
shocking interviews where they 
berated Blackwell for being a turn- 
coat for befriending Yankees like 
Greg Gagne and Larry Hennig 
when his place was _ fighting 
alongside fellow southerners like 
themselves. They even went so far 
as to say that Blackwell was not a 
true southerner but a resident of 
Bismarck, North Dakota who talk- 
ed with a made-up southern ac- 
cent just to give himself the 
sophistication of a southerner. 


Normally talk like this would 
not bother Blackwell since he has 
a reputation for being able to han- 
dle criticism well but when the 
Freebirds began insulting his 
southern heritage he flew off the 
deep end. He immediately packed 
up his tights and left his farm a 
few months early just to return to 
the ring and settle the score with 
his new found enemies. Little did 
Blackwell know, but he was play- 
ing right into their hands by end- 
ing his holiday early and heading 
north. 

One of the first things Blackwell 
did upon returning to the AWA 
was demand a match against 
Terry Gordy since he is the big- 
gest and baddest Freebird. In the 
match which was _ televised 
nationally Blackwell and Gordy 
stood toe to toe slugging it out in 
one of the wildest encounters ever 
seen on Pro Wrestling USA. Gordy 
controlled the. early going until 
Blackwell mounted an offensive 
of his own until he had Gordy lying 
prone on the canvas and set up for 
his patented big splash. As 
Blackwell prepared to squash 
Gordy, Michael Hayes and Buddy 
Roberts stormed the ring attack- 
ing the big man with a series of 
elbow smashes and kicks to his 
stomach. While Roberts worked 
on Blackwell, Hayes scurried 
about ringside throwing two steel 
chairs into the ring before return- 
ing to the ring to revive Gordy who 
was still lying on the mat. With 
Gordy on his feet and Blackwell 
dazed by Roberts’ onslaught they

the ring. Gordy got Blackwell up 
while Hayes and Roberts each 
grabbed on of his massive legs 
and drove him down onto the steel 
chairs with a sickening thud. 

As Blackwell lay motionless on 
the mat the three Freebirds took 
turns kicking and stomping his 
massive body until reinforce- 
ments came out to chase them 
back to the dressing room but not 
before they could gloat about their 
triumph over Blackwell. Acting as 
leader for the group, Hayes issued 
the following warning to 
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Buddy Roberts goes to work 
on Big Crusher Blackwell. 


Blackwell. “Blackwell, stay out of 
our way. You’re not a true 
southerner, you’re a frustrated 
Yankee. The South’s gonna rise 
again but not with you, you big fat 
slob.” 

Instead of resting his injured 
neck as recommended by his doc- 
tor, Blackwell went to the AWA 
board of Governors and demand- 
ed a match against all three 
Freebirds to settle the score. His 
request fell on deaf ears as the rul- 
ing body allowed him to take on 
two of the three but with the 
stipulation that he must have a 
partner in his corner or the match 
was off. After careful thought on 
his part, Blackwell chose Larry 
“The Axe” Hennig to fight 
alongside him in this Georgia Civil 
War. Billed as the Axe and the 
Splash, this mammoth duo set out 
to eliminate the Freebirds once 
and for all from the AWA and pay 
them back for Blackwell’s injury. 

Instead of putting the feud to 
rest, their encounter only added 
gasoline to the smoldering fire as 
Blackwell and Hennig tore into 
Gordy and Hayes from the mo- 
ment they stormed into the ring 
kicking and swatting any Bird in 
their path, including Roberts who 
was at ringside as an observer. 
When order was restored 
Blackwell dominated Hayes and 
Gordy with ease as he gave the 
numerous head butts before tagg- 
ing the Axe and turning him loose 
to chop them down like cotton- 
wood trees in a southern forest. 

After battering the Birds for 
more than twenty minutes, 
Roberts got into the match by 
clobbering Hennig in the face with 
his cowboy boot sending him 
sprawling to the concrete floor. 
With Blackwell alone in the ring, 
all three Freebirds attempted to 
pile drive him again but this time 
Blackwell fought hard until he had 
them lying on the mat at his mer- 
cy. When Hennig got back to his 
feet he also joined the fight and 
soon chased them back to the 
dressing room but not before 
Blackwell pinned Roberts with a 
powerslam.

left Buzz with a back injury and a 
score that he is eager to settle 
with Cornette. The injury was the 
result of Jim’s contribution to the 
match—his ever present and 
faithful tennis racket. Buzz had 
hoisted Eaton onto the top corner 
ropes and had himself mounted 
the second rope. Just as he 
started to fling backwards and 
around with Eaton for his 
patented super body slam, Con- 
drey jerked his foot from the rope 
and Jim slid his racket across the 
mat. Buzz’s back landed full force 
on the racket with Eaton’s weight 
following. The racket was quickly 
retrived and Cornette assumed his 
role as the model of innocence. 

This was only the first instance. 
The racket is still being employed 
as an aid against Buzz and Brett. 
“There’s more under that cover 
than just a racket,” attests Buzz. 
“You can tell whatever story you 
like Cornette but we’re gonna 
prove it and you and your Express 
are going to pay. Your Mama and 
her money won't be able to buy 
you a good nights sleep when 
we’re done.”

Cornette’s taunt that “they may 
have the belts but they’re not the 
champions until they’ve met the 
Midnight Express” has drawn 
little response.

he Fabulous Freebirds have 

v never done really well in the 
Northeast. Terry Gordy, 
Michael Hayes and Buddy 
Roberts, the mean threesome 
from “Badstreet U.S.A.” have 
been less than “fabulous” in the 
New York metropolitan area. The 
same three men who terrorized 
Atlanta and Texas, winning both 
the National tag team title and the 
World Class Six Man tag team 
championship, couldn’t stir up 
much excitement when they 
wrestled in the WWF area. At that 
time, they were under the manage-

ment of David Wolff (who also 
manages Cyndi Lauper), and con- 
sidering the success that the 
Freebirds had attained previously, 
one has to wonder if it was Wolff’s 
fault that the Freebird’s never hit it 
big in the Big Apple. 

While the Freebirds traveled 
around the country in search of 
fame and glory, two newcomers 
on the scene were getting very 
serious and beating everyone in 
sight. The Road Warriors, two 
former members of a Chicago 
motorcycle gang, were rapidly 
becoming the hottest tag team in 
the world. 

The Warriors first made a name 
for themselves on World Cham-

pionship Wrestling where, under 
the guidance of Precious Paul 
Ellering, they won the National tag 
team championship, the same 
title that the Freebirds had held a 
couple of years before. After winn- 
ing the National title, the Road 
Warriors went on a binge de- 
feating every team that they were 
matched against. Their sheer 
brute strength and fantastic team- 
work proved to be too much for 
everyone. Finally, after a two year 
stint on World Championship 
Wrestling the Road Warriors hit 
the AWA. It didn’t take long before 
the Warriors had the AWA World’s 
tag team championship in their 
possession. 

The Fabulous Freebirds, mean- 
while, were now doing their thing 
in Texas and were reasonably con- 
tent holding the World Class Six 
Man tag team championship. 
Soon, however, the Road Warriors 
hype began to bother Michael 
Hayes and Company. Prior to the 
Road Warriors emergence as the 
number-one tag team in the land, 
the Fabulous Freebirds held this 
lofty position. The ‘Birds were tak- 
ing a back seat to the Warriors 
and the Boys from Bad Street 
didn’t like it one bit. 

The Freebirds, hoping to 
reverse the trend, countered by 
entering the WWF. They hoped 
that the big city hype would put 
them one up on the Road War- 
riors, but it just didn’t work out:as 
they had planned. In fact, their 
foray into WWF-land pushed the 
Freebirds back even farther and 
led to a temporary split in the 
team. When they finally regrouped 
in Florida, the Freebirds realized 
that to get back to the top they 
had to challenge the Road War- 
riors one-on-one. With this as their 
main objective, the Fabulous 
Freebirds entered the AWA.
